About  Opium,  and  Opium  Smoking,  in  China. 

Full  Chau,  July  26 th,  1859. 

By  the  treaties  neg}tiated  at  Tientsin  a  year  ago 
last  June,  Christianity  was  tolerated  in  all  parts  of 
the  empire.  By  the  supplementary  regulations 
completed  at  Shanghai  last  Norember,  opium  was 
made  no  Imger  a  contraband  article.  In  the  ex¬ 
pressive  language  of  another,  “  Opium  is  as  much 
legalized  as  the  Gospel.”  Those  who  import  opium 
into  China  are  not  to  be  branded  as  “  Smug¬ 
glers.”  In  the  eye  of  the  law  they  are  engaged 
in  as  honorable  and  respectable  a  business  as  those 
who  import  rice  or  cotton  goods.  The  opium  mer¬ 
chant  is  now^  on  the  same  legal  platform  as  the 
Christian  Missionary. 

What  will  be  the  practical  effect  of  the  legaliza¬ 
tion  of  opium  on  the  Chinese,  is  an  unsolved  prob¬ 
lem,  involving  most  momentous  interests.  Will 
they  engage  in  the  cultivation  of  the  poppy  more 
extensively  ?  Will  they  consume  more  opium 
than  they  would  were  it  to  continue  prohibited  ? 
Will  it  become  cheaper  than  heretofore,  thus  plac 
ing  it  within  the  means  of  more  people  ?  These 
and  other  questions  relating  to  the  cultivation 
and  consumption  of  opium,  are  often  the  sui  jects 
of  rrfleciion  on  the  part  of  foreign  residents.  The 
worldly  merchant  discusses  the  probabilities  in  the 
case,  so  that  he  may,  according  to  the  maxims  of 
trade,  invest  or  refrain  from  investing  his  capital 
in  the  drug,  in  order  to  make  the  greatest  possible 
percentage  on  his  money.  The  Missionary,  as  well 
as  the  pious  merchant,  discuss  these  questions,  be¬ 
cause  the  religious  interests,  and  the  social  and 
national  welfare  of  the  Chinese  people  are  most  in 
timately  concerned  in  the  results  of  the  legaliza¬ 
tion  of  opium. 

Already  the  Chinese  are  extensively  engaged  in 
the  cultivation  of  the  poppy.  The  writer  has  seen 
a  statement  in  some  China  paper,  to  the  effect  that 
the  native  growth  of  op'um  was  estimated  to  be 
equal  in  quantity,  to  the  foreign  importation. 

Consumption  of  Opium 
The  yearly  consumption  of  the  India  drug  in 
China  has,  of  late  years,  by  rapid  strides,  reached 
an  immense  amount.  In  the  first  year  of  the 
grandfather  of  the  present  Emperor  (1796),  1070 
chests  of  it  were  brought  into  the  country.  In 
twelve  years  more,  the  amount  had  reached  2,607 
chests.  In  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  the  fa¬ 
ther  of  the  present  Emperor  (1820)  it  had  in¬ 
creased  to  3,591  chests.  In  nineteen  years  more 
it  amounted  to  32,550  chests.  In  1853,  the  third 
year  of  the  reigning  Emperor,  it  was  56,000  chests 
In  1855  the  number  of  chests  was  70,000.  In  1856 
the  total  amount  was  said  to  be  7 6,300  piculs  (each 
picul  weighing  133  1-3  lbs.),  the  value  of  which 
was  830,868,055. 

How  noble  and  well  worthy  of  being  held  in 
lasting  remembrance,  were  the  sentiments  of  the 
heathen  Emperor,  Tau  Kuang,  uttered  in  1842 
relating  to  the  proposition  to  legalize  the  trade  in 
opium,  made  by  Sir  Henry  Pottinger,  the  Minister 
of  “Her  most  gracious  and  religious  Majesty,” 
Queen  Victoria :  “  It  is  true  I  cannot  prevent  the 
introduction  of  the  flowing  poison  ;  gain-seeking 
and  corrupt  men  will,  for  profit  and  sensuality,  de¬ 
feat  my  wishes  ;  but  nothing  will  induce  me  to  de¬ 
rive  a  revenue  from  the  vice  and  misery  of  my 
people.”  But  his  degenerate  son,  Hien  Fuog,  who 
ia  «»ii  to  have  been  himself  a  smoker  of  opium  be 
fore  he  came  to  the  throne  in  1851,  gave  way  last 
Fall  to  the  overwhelming  pressure  from  the  Minis¬ 
ters  of  Englaud,  Franco,  and‘America,  strongly 
seconded  doubtless  by  the  want  of  an  adequate 
revenue  for  the  support  of  his  tottering  throne. 

He  legalized  by  his  Commisnoners  the  nefarious 
traffic,  fixing  the  import  duty  at  30  taels  or  ounces 
of  silver  per  chest.  How  much  credit  and  glory 
should  be  awarded  to  the  representatives  of  those 
Christian  and  civilized  governments,  for  the  influ¬ 
ence  they  exerted,  directly  and  indirectly,  official¬ 
ly  and  unofficially,  towards  bringing  about  this  re¬ 
sult,  is  a  question  not  clearly  understood  by  those 
who  are  uninitiated  in  State  secrets.  In  a  moral, 
benevolent-,  and  Christian  point  of  view,  their  senti¬ 
ments  and  their  actions  certainly  fall  far  below 
the  views  and  the  conduct  of  the  heathen  and  the 
idolater— Tau-Kuang. 

The  Opium  Trade. 

The  trade  in  the  drug  is  carried  on  along  the 
oast  by  means  of  clipper  schooners  heavily  aim¬ 
ed,  and  by  private  steamers.  These  pass  up  and 
down  the  coast  at  regular  intervals  of  a  few  weeks, 
bringing  up  the  drug  from  Hong-Korg.  where  it 
is  deposited  on  arrival  from  Calcutta,  and  carrying 
back  the  silver  received  for  opium  sold  since  the 
last  trip.  The  opium  in  these  schooners  and  steam 
era  on  arriving  at  the  different  consular  ports,  and 
at  other  convenient  points  along  the  coast,  is  dis 
charged  into  certain  vessels  called  “receiving 
ships.”  Here  the  opium  is  usually  delivered  to 
the  native  trader,  according  to  bargain,  made  some 
times  at  the  ship  and  sometimes  at  the  office  of 
the  foreign  importer,  located  on  shore.  The  hi 
monthly  mail  steamer  up  the  coast  almost  alway 
has  a  large  amount  of  the  drug  on  board,  which  is 
discharged  near  Shanghai.  At  TFoosung,  about 
fourteen  miles  from  Shanghai,  are  stationed  seven 
receiving  ships,  and  at  the  Pagoda  Anchorage 
twelve  miles  from  Fuh  Chau,  are  two.  What  is 
the  precise  number  stationed  at  Ningpo,  Amoy, 
and  other  rendezvous  along  the  coast,  the  writer 
is  not  informed, — probably  not  less  than  a  dozen 
The  receiving  ships  are  also  very  heavily  aimed 
These  ships,  like  the  clipper  schooners  above  al.ud 
ed  to,  are  thus  .armed  in  order  to  ward  off  attseks 
from  the  Chinese  pirates  which  throng  the  coast, 
and  to  prevent  molestation  from  the  officers  of  the 
Chinese  Government.  Their  crews  are  large  and 
kept  well  drilled,  ready  to  fight  when  threatened 
or  attacked.  They  often  contail^  .opium  and  sil 
ver  to  the  amount  of  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars, — a  very  tempting  bait  to  the  cupidity  of 
Chinamen.  From  the  f pugnacious  appearance  of 
these  “  clippers  ”  and  “  receivers,”  they  have  been 
unkindly  and  ungenerously  compared  t>  pirat 
ical  vessels,  thus  ignoring  the  groat  difference  be 
tween  these  “smugglers”  and  ordinary 
rates  in  that  pirates  take  money  by  force  from  its 
unwilling  owners,  g'Ving  them  nothing  in  return ; 
whereas  these  gentlemanly  smugglers  receive 
money  from  its  possessors  by  their  glad  consent, 
in  exchange  for  the  pernicious  poison,  which  is  in¬ 
finitely  worse  than  nothing, — a  simple  commercial 
transaction  !  ! 

Revenue  from  the  Crux. 

The  Chinese  language,  as  far  as  the  information 
of  the  writer  extends,  bad  no  distinctive  term  by 
which  to  designate  opium  when  first  introduced  by 
foreigners,  though  it  ha.s  a  name  for  the  poppy.  A 
compound  term  of  two  characters  was  adopted  for 
the  drug,  which  faintly  resembled  the  word 
“  ojtiurn  ”  in  its  sound.  Now  having  once  prohibit¬ 
ed  the  traffii  in  opium,  or  its  use  by  Chinese,  un¬ 
der  heavy  penalties,  the  Government  wishing  to 
legalize,  or  at  least  to  draw  a  revenue  from  it,  and 
not  being  willing  even  to  appear  to  retract  iU 
words,  have  sapienlly  invented  a  new  name  by 
which  tl^irtude  is  known  in  the  new  treaties 


and  in  official  paper.  This  name  is  foreign  meii-  ! 
cine.”  This  name,  as  the  legal  aud  official  term  for 
the  drug,  first  came  into  use  at  Fuh  Chau,  about 
two  years  since,  when  some  trial  measures  were 
adopted  by  the  Mandarins  of  this  place  in  order  to 
procure  a  revenue  from  its  importatioo,  as  was 
generally  believed  by  the  consent  and  order  of  the 
Emperor.  It  was  said  among  the  common  people 
at  that  time,  that  if  a  Chinamon  should  take  some 
of  the  drug  to  the  revenue  office  and  call  it  opium, 
using  the  customary  term,  it  would  doubtless  be 
seized  and  confiscated  as  a  contraband  article ;  but 
if  the  same  thing  should  be  called  “  foreign  medi¬ 
cine,”  using  the  new  term,  the  appointed  duty 
would  be  received  as  in  perfect  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  trade  !  The  drug  was  taxed  by 
the  revenue  officers  at  Fuh  Chau,  and  the  tax  col¬ 
lected  if  possible  of  the  Chinese  purchaser — never 
of  the  foreign  merchant— if  my  recollection  is  cor¬ 
rect,  at  the  rate  of  36  ounces  of  silver,  or  about 
$i48  per  chest,  during  the  year  1 857,  at  least  a 
yea?  previous  to  the  negotiation  of  the  regulations 
at  Shanghai,  which  legalized  the  trade  in  it  on  the 
part  of  foreigners  at  the  consular  ports,  though  not 
in  the  interior  of  the  empire. 

Shops  for  sale  of  Cpium. 

The  Chinese  of  Fuh  Chau  have  a  current  sajing 
that  “  opium  shops  are  more  numerous  than  rice 
shops.”  In  the  district  or  neighborhood  in  which 
the  writer  resides,  there  are  twelve  or  thirteen 
places  where  opium  is  retailed,  and  seven  shops 
where  rice,  which  in  this  part  of  China  is  the 
“  staff  of  life,”  is  sold.  The  vice  of  opium  smok¬ 
ing  has  greatly  increased  in  this  place  during  the 
past  ten  years,  at  least  such  is  the- Judgment  of 
Missionaries  who  have  been  here  for  this  length  of 
time.  The  number  of  opium  shops  in  the  city  and 
suburbs  has  been  vaguely  estimated  to  amount  to 
more  than  a  thousand.  An  intelligent  Chinaman 
told  the  writer  that  in  his  opinion  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  adult  males,  and  about  one-tenth  of  the 
adult  females  in  Fuh  Chau,  are  ia  the  habit  of 
smoking  opium.  He  also  intimates  that  probably 
about  eight  in  every  ten  of  the  officers’  servants, 
or  persons  connected  with  the  public  Mandarin 
establ.shiiients  in  various  capacitits,  are  addicted 
to  tnis  habit.  About,  two  or  three  in  ten,  he  thinks, 
is  the  proportion  of  smokers  among  the  literary 
class,  as  well  as  amorg  the  Mandarins.  Of  cour¬ 
tesans  and  playactors,  about  seven  or  eight  in  ten; 
of  sedan  bearers  and  porters,  about  three  or  four 
in  ten  ;  of  workmen  in  the  different  handicrafts, 
about  tbe  same  proportion  ;  of  shopkeepers  and 
traders  generally,  about  four  or  five  in  ten ;  of  far¬ 
mers  and  of  beggars,  about  four  or  five  in  a  bun 
dred.  These  estimates  are  not  to  be  relied  on,  but 
are  given  as  an  example  of  what  “  they  s%y  ”  on 
the  probable  consumption  of  opium  by  different 
classes.  Other  Chinese  give  a  different  proportion 
some  higher,  and  some  lower,  in  the  different 
classes.  The  writer  does  not  feel  sufficiently  ac 
quainted  with  the  subject  to  venture  an  independ 
ent  opinion. 

Price  of  Opium. 

The  current  price  of  opium  ranges  this  Summer 
from  about  $600  to  ^800  per  chest,  varying  ac 
cording  to  its  kind,  age,  and  quality ;  each  chest 
containing  a  hundred  pounds  more  or  less.  Large 
chests,  it  is  understood,  have  nearly  120  pounds. 
Before  consumption  by  the  Chinese,  it  is  reduced 
from  a  solid  to  a  liquid,  by  boiling  with  water. 
This  preparation  for  the  retail  market  requires 
considerable  skill  and  care.  When  prepared  for 
smoking,  it  looks  very  much  like  thick  and  dark- 
colored  molasses.  It  is  sold  in  very  small  quanti 
ties,  as  small  as  one-hundredth  of  an  ouuce,  if 
needed,  at  the  rate  of  1,200  copper  cash  per  ounce. 
Tnis  sum  ia.equal  to  $1  18,  at  the  present  rates  of 
exchange.  A  hundredth  part  of  an  ounce  is  suf¬ 
ficient  for  three  or  four  whifl's  in  the  case  of  a  be¬ 
ginner.  A  beginner  can  only  smoke,  it  is  said 
one,  two,  or  three  whifiV.  After  becoming  accus 
tomed  to  it,  the  smoker  can  dispose  of  a  quantity 
varying  from  one-twentieth  to  one  quarter,  or  one 
third  of  an  ounce  daily. 

Smoking. 

It  has  been  said  tbat  the  people  of  the  East 
smoke  opium  as  those  of  the  West  smeke  tobacco 
The  writer  is  cot  well  informed  in  regard  to  tbe 
manner  of  smoking  opium  in  Turkey  and  in  India 
but  such  a  comparison  does  not  hold  good  in  this  part 
of  Cnins.  The  manier  in  which  the  Chinese  at  Fuh 
Chau  smoke  the  drug,  is  very  d^J/lient  from  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  smoked  at  the  West.  I  will 
mention  a  few  particulars. 

1.  One  can  smoke  tobacco  while  wa’king,  stand 
ing,  or  lying  down,  and  while  engaged  in  i  he  prose 
cution  of  many  kieds  of  business,  but  the  smoker 
of  opium  here  iiiVciriably  lies  doxrn,  wl  lie  inhaUrg 
its  fumes^  and  must  give  hU  whole  attention  to  the 
process. 

2.  The  tobacco  smoker  at  tbe  West  (as  far 
the  writer’s  observation  or  knowledge  extend 
always  omits  the  smoke  from  his  mouth ;  but  the 
inveterate  opium  smoker  here  seldom  emits  the  1 
smoke  from  his  mouth, — generally  through  his 
nostrils,  after  “swallowing”  it,  as  the  Chinese 
say,  or  as  some  explain  the  process,  after  inbaling 
it  into  his  lungs.  Beginners,  and  those  not  long 
addicted  to  the  practice,  emit  more  or  less  of  the 
fumes  from  the  mouth  ;  some  smokers,  it  is  said, 
by  practice  acquire  the  power  of  retaioing  or  ab¬ 
sorbing  in  the  system  a  large  portion  of  the  fumes, 
emitting  the  rest  thn  ugh  the  nose. 

3.  Tobacco  can  be  lighted  by  contact  with  a  coal 
of  fire,  or  with  anythirg  already  ignited,  but  the 
opium  smoker  always  uses  the  steady,  coustant 
fiime  cf  a  small  oil  lamp.  The  opium  is  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  bowl  of  the  pipe  through  a  small 
orifice  in  the  pnjectiog  point  on  the  bowl.  He 
holds  this  point  steadily  in  the  tl^me  of  the  lamp 
till  the  opium  is  all  on  fire.  During  this  lighting 
process,  the  kmukcr  gently  inhales  the  fumes  which 
arise  from  the  burning  opium,  the  suetion  of  his 
breath  causing  some  of  the  fi  ime  to  enter  the  ori 
fice  of  tbe  b jwl. 

It  is  hoped  from  the  above  statements  that  the 
western  reader  will  perceive  the  great  difference 
between  the  smoking  of  opium  by  the  Chinese, 
and  the  smoking  of  tobacco  in  lands  bejond  the 
ocean.  Piciu'es  which  appear  in  books,  intending 
to  illustrate  the  manner  of  smoking  opium  among 
the  Cninese,  are  usually  nothing  but  caricatures 
on  the  manner  of  smoking  the  drug,  at  least  as 
practised  in  ihi.s  part  of  the  empire.  I  have  never 
been  able  to  learn  tbat  the  manner  of  smoking  tbe 
drug  was  essentially  different  m  any  other  of  the 
consular  ports.  Hok-Chiu.

ECCLESIASTICAIi  BEMINI5CENCES  OF 
LITCHFIELD  COUNTY,  C  f. 

BY  CLEKICUS. 

Mrssrs.  Editors :  Some  months  ago  I  gave  your 
readers  some  remiuiscences  of  the  old  ministers 
and  churches  of  this  favored  county.  1  will  now 
add  tbat  as  a  result  of  a  permanent  ministry,  these 
churches  have  been  characterized  by  great  mental 
and  moral  vigor.  The  fiuits  of  these  mii  istries 
have  been  made  to  abou.ad  even  to  the  present 
time.  The  churches  have  been  permanent.  The 
iustancesof  church  cxiincti-onbave  been  very  rare, 
and  even  tbe  few  cases  which  have  occurred  are 
attributable  to  the  formation  of  new  commercial 
centres,  producing  ccrrcspondii  g  char  ges  of  popu¬ 
lation. 

The  churches  evince  a  commendable  degree  of 
intelligence.  Especially  is  this  true  in  relation  to 
religious  topics.  Very  little  of  tbe  .superstitious 
element  is  manifest.  The  clear  hesd,  the  cairn 
purpose,  the  open  and  decided  devotion  to  the 
principles  and  aims  of  religion  which  i.s  now  so 
generally  manifest,  is  ur  questionably  attributable, 
in  no  small  degree,  to  an  influence  exerted  prior  to 
the  present  generation.  Children’s  children  are 
now  iuheritirg  the  blessing  of  God  promised  to 
our  fathers,  and  which,  like  most  cf  Grid’s  bless¬ 
ings  to  men,  result  from  a  wise  instrumentality 
placed  in  tbeir  hands. 

The  fruits  of  the  labors  of  these  fathers  fur¬ 
nishes  a  rich  comment  on  the  diligence  with  which 
they  discharged  their  duties,  and  tbe  force  and  per¬ 
manence  of  their  influence.  The  record  for  the 
last  sevcnty.five  years,  shows  that  two  thirds  of 
those  years  have  been  seasons  of  revival  to  some 
of  tbe  churches  of  the  county.  In  1779,  the  re¬ 
freshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  appears  to 
have  been  very  general  among  the  churches.  A 
similar  season  waserjoyed  in  1831.  The  experi¬ 
ence  of  those  two  years  was  to  the  fathers  what 
tbe  year  1858  has  been  to  us. 

But  this  is  not  the  only  rich  result  of  their  min¬ 
istry.  In  the  work  of  raising  up  the  Christian 
ministry,  the  churches  of  this  county  have  prob 
ably  never  been  excelled.  From  fifteen  of  the 
oldest  churches  located  in  the  North  part  of  the 
county,  the  record  cf  which  now  lies  before  me. 

count  the  names  of  140  ministers  who  have 
gone  out  to  preach  Christ  to  the  world.  One  of 
the  churches  has  sent  out  teventeen  ;  two  more 
twelve  each  ;  two  more  thirteen  each  ;  three  more 
ten  each.  Some  of  these  have  filled  posts  of 
prominence,  and  have  been  blessed  with  an  exten¬ 
sive  influence  amorg  men.  They  have  scattered 
far  and  wide  over  the  field  of  Christian  labor,  and 
borne  almost  every  variety  of  responsibility  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord.  Nearly  the  entire  number 
had  some  experience  in  the  pastoral  life;  a  few 
have  gone  to  the  heathen  ;  and  several  have  been 
called  to  fill  the  post  of  Professor  or  President  in 
the  colleges  of  the  land. 

The  old  ministers  of  this  county  were  a  vigor 
ous  race  of  men.  Generally  tall  and  portly  in  per 
son,  of  sound  bodily  health,  they  were  accus 
tomed  to  endure  and  enjoy  labor.  It  was  not  an 
unusual  thing  fjr  tbe  newly  settled  pastor,  at  an 
early  period  to  purchase  a  farm,  on  which  he  was 
ac:ustomed  more  or  less  to  labor.  It  was  also  be 
fore  the  day  of  easy  carriages,  when  their  peram 
bulations  among  their  people  were  performed  on 
foot  or  on  horseback.  ^lany  an  old  man,  now 
living  among  these  mountains,  remembers  the  time 
when  his  pastor,  who  lived  a  mile  from  church 
was  seen  approaching  the  sanctuary  on  hcrseback 
with  his  wife  bcLind  him  and  a  child  before  him. 
These  active  outdoor  habits,  went  far  to  make 
them  physically  a  noble  raee  of  men.  The  bron 
chial  disease  did  not  then,  as  now,  belong  so  exten 
sively  to  the  clergy.  They  lived  ling,  and  ei  jay 
ed  much,  because  they  labored  much.  And  nei 
ther  can  it  bs  doubted,  that  their  habirsin  this  re 
spect  ha<4  a  happy  bearing  on  their  mental  devel 
opment.  They  were  men  of  strong  minds,  ener 
getic  thought,  and  grasping  perceptions.  Their 
range  of  thought  was  comprehensive.  Their  re 
gard  for  truth  had  much  of  the  tenor  of  a  natural 
love  in  it.  Hence  they  taught  the  people  wisdom, 
and  the  people  grew  in  grace. 

Did  not  my  space  forbid,  I  might  speak  of  tbe 
eccentricities  of  many  of  these  old  Pastors.  But 
these  will  soon  be  forgotten,  and  it  is  well  that 
they  should  be  ;  while  their  virtues,  and  the  good 
they  have  done,  will  be  remembered  by  many  gen¬ 
erations.

All  of  us  joined  the  glad  song,  for 
nearly  all  of  us  had  been  b'essed.  Tnis  year,  also, 
there  have  been  many  revivals  of  religion.

This  body  held  its  Annual  Sessions  at  Iloiper  on 
the  11th,  12th,  and  13th  insts.  Some  of  the  breth¬ 
ren  assembled  on  the  lOtb,  uniting  with  the 
churah  in  devotional  exercises — the  Rev.  John 
Tompkins,  of  Marcellus,  whose  first  attendance 
upon  Synod  was  in  tbat  same  church  eighteen 
years  ago,  was  elected  Moderator  ;  the  Revs.

between  the  Presbytery  and  the  II.  M.  Society^ 
and  just  as  like  amounts  have  been  expended  since 
the  breach  with  the  Society  in  1856.  The  Presby¬ 
terial  itinerating  work  absorbed  the  funds  of  the 
Presbyterial  treasury  before  1856,  as  it  has  done 
since.  No  dollar  from  the  Presbyterial  treasur^^ 
from  1843  to  1856  was  applied  to  cancel  the  pledg¬ 
es  of  tbe  Society  for  the  aid  of  the  feeble  Churches 
in  the  Presbytery.  Oa  the  contrary  every  dollar 
was  paid  out  to  sustain  travelling  missionaries^ 
who  labored  almost  entirely  in  gathering  feeble 
Churches  “  to  be  thrown  upon  the  Society  ”  for 
help  from  its  treasury.  During  that  period  the 
multiplication  of  dependent  Churches  by  the 
Presbyterial  missionary  work  was  more  rapid  than 
it  has  been  siuce  the  breach  in  1856 ;  while  the 
annual  contributions  of  the  Churches  in  the  Pres¬ 
bytery,  that  went  to  aid  the  treasury  at  'New 
York  in  the  support  of  the  H,  Missionary  Churches 
the  Presbytery,  were  not  more  than  one-sixth  - 
much  as  they  have  been  since  1856.  It  thus 
appears  that  before  1856  the  Churches  gave  nearly 
all  their  funds  to  support  men  who  were  engaged 
gathering  Churches  to  be  assisted  from  the 
treasury  at  New  York;  while  since  April,  1856, 
they  have  contributed  a  much  smaller  proportion  of 
their  money  to  carry  on  the  Presbyterial  missions, 
and  have  given  the  treasury  at  New  York,  to  aid 
in  the  support  of  feeble  Churches,  six  times  as 
much  annually  as  they  did  from  1843  to  1856. 
Such  is  the  “  fraud  upon  the  treasury  ”  at  New 
York  of  which  the  Presbytery  of  Alton  has  been 
guilty,  in  prosecutiag  independently  its  noble  work 
of  exploration,  in  spite  of  the  Society’s  veto.  New 
what  “  good  ”  was  done  to  the  Society  by  the  con¬ 
tributions  of  the  Churches  to  the  Presbyterial 
treasury  ?  The  Society  had  the  privilege  of  ac¬ 
knowledging  in  the  Home  Missionary  the  amounts 
reported  to  It  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Presbytery, 
and  of  helping  to  support  the  feeble  Churches  whi^ 
were  organized  by  the  itinerating  missionaries, 
with  about  one-sixth  as  much  annual  contribution 
from  the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery,  to  aid  in  the 
support  of  its  local  missionaries  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Presbytery,  as  it  has  received  since  the 
Presbyterial  mission  has  been  carried  on  indepen¬ 
dently. 

Error  8. — “  The  result  of  the  whole  then  is, 
that  tbe  treasury  of  the  H.  M.  Society  has  been 
tbe  gainer  by  the  change  in  the  position  of  the 
Presby  tery.” 

Correction. — The  treasury  of  the  Society  has 
been  the  loser  by  $2  622  69,  which  is  the  sum  ex¬ 
pended,  in  three  years,  by  the  Presbytery,  and 
which  under  its  former  relations,  would  have  form¬ 
ed  a  part  of  the  funds  of  the  Society.” 

Correction  Corrected. — The  fact  has  been  already 
made  plain.  The  itinerating  work  of  the  Presby¬ 
tery  has  gone  on  without  nominal  commissions  from 
the  Society,  and  without  the  mere  form  of  an  an¬ 
nual  report  to  the  Society  from  the  Presbyterial 
treasury,  just  as  well  as  it  did  before  the  change, 
and  the  Society  has  had  no  pecuniary  responsi¬ 
bility  for  this  work,  as  in  fact  it  had  not  before; 
and  at  the  same  time  the  treasury  of  the  Society 
has  received  about  six  times  as  much  annually 
from  the  Churches  of  the  Presbytery,  to  assist 
supporting  the  feeble  Churohoa,  as  it  did 
before  1856.  Men  of  common  sense  will  call 
this  a  gain  to  the  Society’s  treasury.  The  loss 
to  the  treasury  of  $2  622  69,  is  made  out  by 
the  now  familiar  artifice  of  reckoning  the  funds 
of  the  Presbytery  as  tbe  funds  of  the  treasury  at 
New  York.  Even  with  this  reckoning,  the  Socie¬ 
ty  must  be  regarded  as  having  got  rid  of  a  mission 
wlich  would  have  cost  it  $2,622  69,  while  receiv¬ 
ing  six  times  as  much  as  formerly  from  the  church¬ 
es  of  the  Presbytery  to  help  its  treasury  in  tho 
support  of  other  missions.  Shall  we  never  have 
done  with  these  unworthy  evasions  1 

Error  9. — “Long  since,  that  Society  (the 
American  Missionary  Association)  has  ceased  to 
commission  Presby  terian  ministers.” 

Correction. — It  has  not  “  ceased  to  commission 
Presbyterian  ministers,”  both  those  connected 
with  the  General  Assembly,  and  those  indepen¬ 
dent  of  it.” 

Correction  Corrected. — Here  we  have  a  precious 
piece  of  candor  on  the  part  of  the  Secretaries. 
Let  me  give  the  sentence  which  they  quote  in  its 
connection.  “  This  work  has  been  carried  forward 
vigorously  by  the  missionaries  of  the  Connecticut 
Missionary  Society,  in  Michigan,  Illinois,  and  Iowa, 
for  several  years.  (For,  long  since,  that  Society  has 
ceased  to  commission  Presbyterian  rainistera).” 
The  statement  is  exactly  true.  But  to  make  out 
an  “  error,”  the  Secretaries  have  grossly  interpola¬ 
ted  the  sentence  which  they  have  quoted,  by  in¬ 
serting  after  the  words  “  that  Society,”  the  expla¬ 
natory  clause,  the  American  Missionary  Association.” 
Thus  they  make  me  assert  of  the  A  M.  Association, 
what  I  said  of  the  Old  Connecticut  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety !  Will  not  your  readers  begin  to  suspect  the 
reliableness  of  the  Heme  Missionary's’  “  correc¬ 
tions,”  after  such  afisgrant  falsification  of  a  docu¬ 
ment  from  which  they  profess  to  give  a  quotation  ? 

I  find  I  must  pause  at  this  point ;  next  week  I

Narrative  of  tbe  State  of  Religion. 

The  Committee  upon  the  Narrative  of  the  State 
of  Religion,  within  our  bounds,  beg  leave  to  re 
port : 

Teat  during  tbe  year  peace  and  plenty,  heaPh 
and  prosperity,  hare,  for  the  most  part,  pervaded 
our  borders. 

A  very  dear  father  in  the  ministry,  Rev.  W.  L. 
Strong,  of  Fayetteville,  has,  within  a  few  months, 
gone  to  his  leward.  He  has  left  behind  him  the 
sweet  savor  cf  a  discreet  and  pious  life.  An  in- 
fijintial  Cbriitiaa  family,  a  large  number  of  spir- 


carefully  cowceaPnj'  the  most  important  fact  in  tho 
whole  history  of  these  transactions  ?” 

Gurrection. — Why  did  the  Committee  of  Missions 
“  conceal  the  most  important  fact  ”  referred  to  ? 
Tbe  correspondence  of  this  office  now  on  file  shows 
tbat  this  fact  was  not  communicated  to  the  So¬ 
ciety. 

Correction  Corrected. — This  plea  of  ignorance  will 
not  avail  The  Presbytery  Reporter,  edited  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Presbytery’s  Committee  on  Mis¬ 
sions,  was  first  published  in  May  ,  1845.  The  first 
number  of  the  Reporter  contained  a  full  account  of 
the  Preibytery's  jdari  of  Home  Missions.  The  Re¬ 
porter  wa«,  from  the  beginning,  sent  to  the  Home 
Missionary  Rooms  in  New  York.  Moreover,  the 
Home  Missionary  of  August,  1845,  quoted  largely 
from  the  article  in  the  Reporter,  beaded  “  Mission¬ 
ary  operations  of  the  Alton  Presbytery.”  Such 
was  the  “concealment”  by  the  Presbytery’s 
“  Committee  of  Missions.”  The  Chairman  of 
the- Committee  published  the  facts  to  the  world, 
and  sent  a  copy  of  the  Reporter  to  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  they  repub¬ 
lished  an  outline  of  the  Presbytery’s  operations 
with  the  following  prefatory  remark:  “_Two 
Mis.<^ionarie8  are  employed  under  the  direttion  of  the 
Presbytery  to  traverse  these  destitutions,  make 
known  tbe  wants  of  the  people,  and  prepare  the 
way  for  the  introduction  of  others  to  niinister  to 
their  spiritual  necessities.”  This,  belt  remember-, 
ed,  is  the  very  work  which  the  Ex.  Committee  of 
the  Home  Missionary  Society  refused  in  1855  to 
allow  the  Presbytery  to  carry  forward,  on  the 
grenod  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the 
Society.  My  charge  that  the  Home  Missionary  of 
July  and  August,  1859,  “  carefully  concealed  the 
most  important  fact  in  the  whole  history  of  these 
traosaotioDs,”  is  now  made  out, and  the  pretended 
“Correction”  is  refuted  from  the  dooumenta. 


Error  G. — “In  no  year  from  1843  to  1856  did 
the  churches  of  Alton  Presbytery  contiibute  more 
than  $50  to  the  treasury  of  the  Society  at  New 
York  ” 

Correct  on —In  one  year  they  contributed  $734, 
and  the  total  in  thirteen  years  is  $5,400,  or 
average  of  more  than  $400  a  year.” 

Correction  Corrected. — The  $734  in  question  were 
contributed,  as  the  Secretarirs  well  know,  r/oi  to 
the  treasury  at  New  York,  but  to  the  Presbyterial 
treasury,  at  Alton.  Tbe  contributions  from  Alton 
Presbytery  to  the  treasury  at  New  York  iu  tbe 
year  referred  to  (1854),  amounted  to  $42  90. 
The  whole  amount. contributed  to  the  treasury  at 
New  Yjik,  otherwise  than  by  a  mere  report,  from 
1843  to  1856  was  $277  05.  The  $5,400,  if  so  much 
was  contributed,  went  into  the  Presbyterial  treaa,- 
ury  at  Alton,  excepting  $277  05,  and  was  expend  • 
cd  in  carrying  forward  Presbyterial  Missions  “  un¬ 
der  tho  direction  of  the  Presby  tery  — the  same 
work  which  tbe  Executive  Committee  at  New 
York  vetoed  in  1855. 

The  Home  Missionary  seems  amazingly  unwilling 
to  let  its  readers  understand  the  facts  of  this  Al¬ 
ton  Presbytery  matter  just  as  they  are. 

Error  7  — “It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Presbytery  has  had  its  own  treasury  since  1840, 
and  tbat  the  contributions  of  its  churches,  for 
Presbyterial  Missions,  have  always  gone  directly 
into  that  treasury,  and  been  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Presbyterial  Committee,  on  the 

field  of  the  Presbytery . The 

whole  matter  of  crediting  these  amounts  has  done 
the  Society’s  treasury  no  good  from  the  beginning.” 

Correction. — These  amounts  have  been  contribu¬ 
ted  by  the  churches,  reported  by  the  Presbyterial 
Committee  and  missionaries,  credited  by  the  Trea 
surer,  acknowledged  in  the  Home  Missionary,  ap¬ 
propriated  by  tbe  Executive  Committee,  and  paid 
to  tbe  missionaries  as  the  funds  cf  this  Sjciety ; 
and  have  done  iU  treasury  the  same  “  good,”  in 


The 
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Defeat  of  the  Austrian  CoNcoRnAT.— Ob 
September  Ist.  the  Austrian  Emperor  signed  the 
long-expected  decree  concerning  the  constitution,, 
the  cchools,  the  instruction,  and  tbe  legal  position 
of  the  evangelical  Churches  in  Hungary,  Croatia, 
Selavonia,  Servia,  the  Banat,  and  the  military  fron¬ 
tier.  This  decree,  although  far  from  granting  alV 
the  petitions  of  the  Protestant  poiiuIatiuD^-redreK- 
es  some  of  their  grievances,  and  concedes  to  the 
Churches  in  some  points  the  right  of  self-govern¬ 
ment.  Tbe  Ultramontane  ccurt  party  in  Vienna 
had  made  desperate  efforts  up  to  the  last  day  to 
prcv.ail  on  the  Emperor  not  to  sign  tho  decree- 
But  the  Emperor  yielded  to  the  advice  of  those  of 
hi.s  statesmen  who  represented  tbat  a  long  delay 
might  involve  serious  dangers  for  the  empire.  The 
Uhivers  publishes  the  Vienna  correspondence 
tbe  Ultramontane  Gazette  de  Liege,  of  Belgium^ 
which  gives  vent  to  the  feelings  of  thb'e.ttrcr 
Church  party.  “  The  Concordat,”  it  says,  “  ia 
dead.  There  can  be  no  longer  any  doubt  about  it. 
Even  if  his  Apostolic  Majesty  should  not  repeal  it 
formally,  it  will  remain  a  dead  letter.  The  only 
rights  obtained  through  it,  which  the  Catholics  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  real  gain,  have  been  sacrificed.  The 
Catholic  Church  is  no  longer  the  State  Church.” 
The  article  makes  other  important  admissions,  as, 
foe.  example,  that  the  attempts  of  biiildifig  op  a 
Catholic  press  have  proved  an  entire  failure  ;  that 
tbe  two  or  three  hundred  subscribers  to  the  only 
two  Catholic  papers  of  Vienna  gives  to  them  hardly 
the  character  ot  journals,  while  a  number  of  anti- 
Catholic  dailies  have  a  circulation  of  from  10,000 
to  30,000  copies,  and  that  there  is  not  a  public 
place  in  Vienna  in  which  a  Catholic  paper  can  be 
found.  So  it  would  seem  that  the  great  struggle 
of  the  Roman  Church  in  Austria  for  the  reestab¬ 
lishment  of  her  supremacy'  by  means  of  secular 
force  has  entered  into  a  new  phase,  and  that  the 
considert  hsracli  for  the  pretent  as  defeated.
